Gordon awaits Teacher 
on the Trail decision 


The local teacher, a finalist for the distinction, 
just returned from Alaska convention 


By MICHELE LEMOS 

WILMINGTON - Nine months 
ago, Lynne Gordon, a second 
grade teacher at the Woburn 
Street School, traveled to 
Alaska for 12 days to attend the 
Iditarod Conference. The con- 
ference, which was sponsored 
by the University of Alaska, the 
University of South Dakota, 
and the Iditarod Dog Sled Race 
Committee, hosted 34 teachers 
from around the country. 
Gordon was the only delegate 
from Massachusetts. 

The Iditarod is a sled dog race 
held the first Saturday in 
March to commemorate the 
1925 life-saving run to bring 
serum to the children of Nome, 
Alaska, saving them from diph- 
theria. 


On March 3, 1973 the first 
‘commemorative race to Nome 
took place. Each year, for the 
past 31 years, the race has 
grown in size. While there are 
many other dog sled races that 
occur in Alaska, the Iditarod 
has become Alaska’s best 
known sporting event. 

Every year, one teacher is 
picked to be the Teacher on the 


Trail. When Gordon returned 
from the conference last sum- 
mer, she was uncertain about 
whether to apply to become the 
‘Teacher on the Trail, but after 
being encouraged by both her 
family and colleagues, she 
decided to go for it. 

“Teacher on the Trail was in 
the back of my mind when I 
returned from Alaska, and 
everyone started to pressure 
me into it,” Gordon says. “I 
thought that if I was ever going 
to apply, this was the right 
time.” 

In order to be considered for 
the prestigious honor, Gordon 
had to fill out a comprehensive 
application, which took her the 
entire month of November to 
complete. In addition to the 
general application, Gordon 
also had to include several 
release forms, photographs, a 
biography, a sample journal, 
her resume, a tentative 12- 
month plan for teaching the 
Iditarod, of how she 
has taught the Iditarod in the 
classroom, documents and let- 
ters of support from school and

Article 38 now in the hands of the Senate

WILMINGTON - The town’s 
state legislators are working 
diligently to pass two articles 
that were approved at last 
year’s annual town meeting. 

Article 38, which seeks to 
allow residents to vote during a 
special election to fill a vacan- 
cy on the Board of Selectmen, 
was vetoed by Governor Mitt 
Romney on March 9. The mea-

Shortly after the veto, 
Representative James Miceli 
stated his confidence that the 
legislature could override the 
veto. 

On Thursday, March 11, 
Miceli was able to overcome an 


objection by Speaker Thomas 
Finneran and bring the vetoed 
bill to a vote. While proceed. 
ings in the House were domi 
nated by the debate on gay 
marriage last Thursday, repre 
sentatives still found time to 
approve Article 38 with an 
unanimous vote of 156 to

I know this much. 

I know I like potatoes, except for the mashed kind that my 
father makes, because I had to eat those every night for din- 
ner for eighteen years. 

I know I have an occasional temper, as a select few who 
have called the Town Crier can testify. 

I know I love a good story, and that I don’t let the truth get 
in the way of a good one I’m telling. (Don’t worry. I check 
this affection for tall tales at the door when I report to work 
and help bring you the news.) 

And I know I just rattled off three stereotypes about the 
Irish. More exist, of course. 

I’ve never been to Ireland. Actually, that’s only partially 
true. My parents spent their honeymoon there and my 
mother was about five weeks pregnant with me when they 
went. So, sure, I was there, I guess. Lousy view, but the 
room and board were good. 

At one point during their honeymoon, Dad held Mom's 
ankles and dangled her upside down over a drop so that she 
could kiss the Blarney Stone. She got sick on the people 
below, of course, because she was with child, but at least 
Mom provided her son with a lifelong excuse for being so 
full of it up to his ears.

Intersection needs a green arrow as soon as possible 


Dear Editor: 

This incident occurred on 
Saturday, March 6, 2004, at the 
intersection of Main and 
Shawsheen Streets in 
Tewksbury. 

I was traveling south on Route 
38 in the left turn lane at 
Shawsheen. I was waiting for a 
break in traffic to make my 
turn. Anyone who has ever 
done this knows it’s not an easy 
feat. I was also trying to dodge 
the folks swerving to avoid the 
giant potholes. The light 
turned yellow, the cars travel- 
ing north on 38 continued 
through the yellow light as it 
turned red. But still, one more 
car came through. 

Meanwhile, I’m still stuck in 
the middle of the intersection. 
As soon as that last car went 
through the red, I immediately 
turned to get out of the inter- 
section. The next thing I see is 
a police car coming up fast 
with its lights on, pulling me 
over.

The officer came to my door 
and asked me if I knew why I 
was being pulled over. 

“I would have to say it is 
because I got stuck in the mid- 
die of the intersection and was 
forced to go through a red 
light,” I replied. 

‘The officer replied that I was 
correct. He also said that he 
was very concerned for the 
safety of the two children in the 


back seat. He also asked me if 
I -knew who would drive my 
children in the future if I had 
an accident while driving 
through that intersection. I 
then proceeded to explain that, 
while he is absolutely correct, I 
was wrong, but sometimes, it is 
the only way to get through the 
intersection. I told him that the 
Town of Tewksbury should real- 
ly consider putting a green 
arrow, given the fact that it is 
one of the busiest intersections 
in town. Most of the other larg- 
er intersections have green 
arrows. 

The officer then told me that, 
until the state would give the 
town money to pay for the 
green arrow, the intersection 
would still remain dangerous. 
He also told me that when tak- 
ing a left at that intersection, 
you have to wait at the white 
line for a break in traffic, even 
if it took five light cycles to get 
through. 

Here is the real kicker. The 
officer told me that it would be 
better for me to cut through the 
Oakdale Mall parking lot 
because that was probably 
safer. 

I'm confused. I got pulled over 
when I-was 17 for doing just

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We loved Kill The Kid With 
The Ball and could play it for 
hours, or at least for all fifteen 
minutes of the recess, I remem- 
ber only one kid who never 
wanted to play because he was 
a devout pacifist. We used to 
chuck the Nerf at him and then 
gang-tackle him where he stood 
two or three times every recess. 

Red Rover was another popu- 
lar game with a strong under- 
current of violence and a good 
healthy potential for serious 
injury.

and even thrive. By fourth 
grade he had a failsafe strate- 
gy.

| My name is Catherine Mary

Road in Wilmington for more 
than 27 years. Many of you 
know me as Cathy Colclough.

My background is of Italian

choose comfort foods when a 
problem arises in my family or 
household. I have never 
smoked or drank, and I have 
never even had a cup of coffee. 
I did, however, learn an addic- 
tion to sugar. I always cooked 
fresh vegetables for my family, 
and I never made fried foods 
for them. I was always con- 
scious of what they ate at my 
dinner table. 

About two years ago I decided 
to do something drastic about 
my obesity, (I hate that word.) 
I was intensely afraid, however, 
so I went to the New England 
Medical Center in Boston for a 
meeting about weight loss 
surgery. I listened carefully 
about the side effects and the 
fact that such surgery possibly 
results in the death of one in 
every 200 patients who receive 
it. I thought very carefully 
about my health risks and my 
parents’ health problems, and I 
realized that I had more of a 
chance of dying with the weight 
on than with the risk of 
surgery, so, yes, I signed up for 
a meeting with the doctors. 

It took more than a year of 
preparation for the surgery. It 
took psychological meetings, 
doctors’ exams, and pre-op 
groups. Finally, I had an 
appointment with the surgeon, 
Dr. Scott Shikora. I knew I 
would get my surgery date. 

The fear I felt about the 
impending surgery was unex- 
plainable. This operation is not 
for everyone, but for me it was 
my last chance to be healthy 
and stay healthy for as long as 
God would allow me to. 

When I met with Dr. Shikora I 
was given the date of 
November 15, 2002 for my 
surgery. My health insurance 
accepted’ and approved the 
surgery. The surgeon ordered 
many blood tests. One such 
test revealed that I had onset 
diabetes. When I learned about 
that result, I felt that did it for 
me. Now I was ready to start 
my new life and not be another 
statistic of obesity in my fami- 
ly. I already had one total knee 
replacement. I also have 
degenerAfive arthrifis in my 
back, along with disc hernia- 
tions. My other knee is bone- 
on-bone. I also had Graves 
Disease, which resulted in a 
total thyroid removal and an 
even greater difficulty in losing 
weight. 

I realized that I could die and 
never see Alison graduate from 
college and get married or 
become a grandparent one day. 
I love life and always have. I 
felt that now was the time to 
think about living another way, 
but without this weight. I had 
too much against me.

were resolved. I followed my 
doctor’s orders, went home, ate 
my jello, drank my drink and 
followed the instructions of my 
doctor and nutritionist. 

As a result, I lost 130 pounds 
in one year, with the support of 
my wonderful = husband, 
Michael, and other family 
members. My dearest friend 
and soul mate, Joan Maga, was 
also so much support. She and 
I took part in almost every diet 
program I mentioned. 

I ate right, exercised, -and 


walked every day with my hus- 
band and friends. I never felt_ 


so healthy in my entire life. 

I've always had a problem 
with accepting compliments. 
Everywhere I went, whether it 
was the bank or Market Basket 
or anywhere else in town, peo- 
ple would look at me with 
amazement and wonder if I was 
sick. They wondered how I lost 
the weight. 

See, on the outside, I was 
always known as a happy and 
funny lady, but no one but my 
closest friends knew the pain 
that I was feeling every day of 
my life because I was obese.

This past Christmas 
was a very special one in my 
household. I didn’t receive gift 
certificates or perfume this 
year. Instead I got real pre- 
sents because my family could 
actually shop in a regular store 
and actually buy me clothes. I 
have to admit, I loved seeing 
those pink and white bags from 
Victoria's Secret underneath 
my tree. 

Is this real? Is this really 
Cathy that I see in the mirror? 

I used to walk by store win- 
dows and never look at my 
reflection. Now I stop and look 
and wonder: Is this really me?

Although Gordon will not find 
out if she is the 2005 Teacher on 
the Trail until April 5, she 
already knows what to expect if 
chosen. During a two-week 
span, she will be responsible 
for keeping the teacher’s por- 
tion of the website updated with 
daily journal entries from the 
trail. She will have the oppor- 
tunity to visit the local schools 
on the trail, interview and 
speak to the volunteers and the 
local villagers. 

Gordon will again participate 
in the summer conference in 
June. If selected, she will also 
be responsible for promoting 
the race in not only Wilmington 
but the entire state of 
Massachusetts. She will also 
be required to make public 
appearances throughout 
Massachusetts and Alaska. 

Gordon understands that this 
is not only a great opportunity 
for her and the town of 
Wilmington, but it will also be a 
great test of character and 
strength. Besides the physical 
hardships, the cold tempera- 
tures, the long days, sleeping 
on the ground, and more, there 
is also the emotional toll the 
experience will take on her. 

“Of course I will miss my fam- 
ily and my students, but the 
best part for my students is 
that they have seen me go 
through this whole process,” 


she says. “I have been able to 
show them that if they really 
want something in life, it is pos- 
sible to achieve it. All you have 
to do is put forth the effort and 
try your hardest.” 

Gordon still cannot believe 
the amount of support she has 
received, not only from her 
family, student and colleagues, 
but the residents of 
Wilmington. 

“I was out one day and a 
woman I didn’t even know 
came up to congratulate me 
and wish me luck,” she says. 

If you take a walk through the 
halls of the Woburn Street 
School, you will see signs of 
support for Gordon. Many of 
the students have written sto- 
ries about the race for their 
classes. One student at the 
Woburn Street School, for 
instance, took a story that was 
written about Balto, one of the 
dogs who made the original run 
back in 1925, titled, “Balto The 
Bravest Dog,” and changed it 
to a story about Gordon, titling 
it “Mrs. Gordon the Bravest 
‘Teacher Ever.” 

There are a little more than 
two weeks remaining until 
Gordon finds out if she has 
been named the 2005 Teacher 
on the Trail. Regardless of the 
outcome, she is very satisfied 
in knowing that she has pur- 
sued a dream and did not let 
potential challenges stand in 
her way. 

“This experience is something 
that will really push my limits,” 
she says. “I didn’t want to use 
any of the common excuses. I 
wanted to show everyone and 
myself that I can still do some- 
thing like this.”

Condos proposed for 
Brown Street 


By STEPHEN BJORK 

TEWKSBURY - New town- 
houses have been proposed to 
be built on Brown Street in 
‘Tewksbury. 

During a meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen on 
Tuesday, March 9, representa- 
tives of Jasmine Development, 
LLC presented their prelimi- 
nary plans for an affordable 
housing proposal. According to 
Stephen Dresser, the Manager 
of Jasmine Development, the 
proposed Jasmine Estates is to 
be comprised of 4 townhouse- 
style condominiums with a 
total of 12 individual units. 
Each unit includes 2 bedrooms, 
1.5 bathrooms and a one-car 
garage with one additional 
parking space. 

In accordance with Chapter 
40B of Massachusetts General 
Laws, three of the units will be 
allocated towards affordable 
housing, ‘eaving 9 to be priced 
in line with current market 
conditions. The affordable 
units will be priced at $160,000 
each and will be available to 
families earning below $60,000 
annually. 

The project is slated for a par- 
cel of land at 115 Brown Street. 
The parcel is made up of 
approximately 3 acres, 1.41 
acres of which are buildable, 
with the rest consisting of wet- 
lands. 

Selectman Joseph Gill told 
Dresser that he was concerned 
that the project could encroach 
upon wetlands. Dresser 
assured Gill that such a condi- 
tion will not occur. Gill was 
also concerned by the density 
of the project being built on 1.41 
acres, but Dresser’s Attorney, 
Edith Netter, pointed out that 
state standards for density are 
based on the entire parcel and 
not just on the buildable 
acreage. 

Selectman Douglas 
informed Dresser that 
Tewksbury’s Local Housing 
Partnership had indicated a

preference of 8 units on the 
property. Dresser noted that 
his company’s plans are in 
their early stages and told 
Sears that he will be open to 
input. 

“We will listen to all con- 
cerns,” Dresser said. 
“Everything is on the table and 
we are willing to discuss any- 
thing.” 

Selectman Jerry Selissen 
asked Dresser how many chil- 
dren the project could bring 
into the Tewksbury School 
System. Dresser replied that 
he had built 44 units in 
Billerica, which resulted in 
only seven children moving into 
the district 

“Two-bedroom units tend to 
keep the number of children 
down,” Dresser told the board. 

Dresser stated that couples 


tend to buy condominiums as 
starter homes to build equity 
and then move into single-fami- 
ly residences as they begin hav- 
ing children, 

Selissen was joined by 
Chairman Charles Coldwell in 
advising Dresser to reach out 
and engage the neighbors as 
early in the process as possible

the $4,500 monthly retainer fee, 
for December and January 
totaled approximately $39,815.

Department of Education 
(DOE) is currently adjusting 
its data in regard to the compe- 
tency determinations of five 
students in the Tewksbury 
Sehool System. 

Such determinations stem 
from a student’s performance 
on the Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS) exam. In 
February, the school system 
received data from the DOE 
that erroneously reported that 
99.5 percent of the Class of 2004 
met competency requirements, 
while only 98.9 percent of the 
Class of 2003 did. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Christine McGrath has contact- 
ed the DOE in regard to 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School students who were not 


In response, the DOE provid- 
ed McGrath with information 
about 3 students from the Class 
of 2003 and two from the Class 
of 2004. 

One student from the Class of 
2003 who did not meet the 
requirement had been granted 
an appeal, so the DOE agreed 
to adjust its data. The second 
student, who was categorized 
as having special needs, was 
granted a Certificate of 
Completion. The third student, 
who had been in the United 
States for three years at the

standards for the Class of 2004 
was granted an appeal. Given 
that, the DOE will adjust its 
data accordingly. The second 
student in the Class of 2004 is 
progressing with a portfolio 
assessment with the assistance 
of the school system’s special 
education staff. 

Even with the errors, 
Tewksbury has again outshone 
state averages. According to 
the DOE, 95 percent of the 
state’s Class of 2003 of public 
schools achieved a competency 
determination, as opposed to 
Tewksbury’s originally recog- 
nized 98.9 percent. 

Likewise for the Class of 2004, 
Tewksbury’s originally docu- 
mented 99.5 percent of students 
receiving competency determi- 
nation is well above state aver- 
ages of 93 percent. 

Tewksbury’s Class of 2005 is 
currently running at 96.7 per- 
cent of its students having 
achieved competency determi- 
nation. The state average for 
Class of 2005 is at 85 percent. 

‘Tewksbury fares well in com- 
parison with adjacent commu-

nities as well. 

Andover’s Class of 2005 is 
leading the group with 98.4 per- 
cent of its students having 
received competency determi- 
nations. Tewksbury is running 
second with 96.7 percent, while 
Billerica, Dracut, Wilmington, 
and Lowell come in at 95.7 per- 
cent, 92.7 percent, 92.0 percent, 
and 68.5 percent, respectively. 

Tewksbury’s 99.0 percent for 
the Class of 2004 is two-tenths 
below Billerica’s rating for the 
same year. Wilmington 
achieved a rating of 98.5 per- 
cent for 2004 and was followed 
by Dracut’s 97.8 percent, 
Andover’s 97.5 percent, and 
Lowell's 87.6 percent 

Only Billerica’s 100 percent 
for the Class of 2003 overshad- 
ows Tewksbury’s 98.4. Andover 
and Wilmington’s Class of 2003 
followed closely with 98.2 per- 
cent and 98.1 percent, respec- 
tively. 97.7 of Dracut’s Class of 
2003 students received compe- 
tency determinations while 
Lowell followed the pack with 
90.8 percent.

Tarr expects the Senate. to 
address the’ til] during its for- 
mal session, the date of which 
has not yet been determined. 

“I am fully supportive of t 
bill and confident of a success- 
ful override,” Tarr said. 

Article 38 proposed to amend 
and revise the town charter to 
revoke the authority of select- 
men to appoint a new member 
to the board when a vacancy 
occurs. The article gives the 
power back td the voters by 
calling for a special town elec- 
tion to fill any mid-term vacan- 
cies. 

It was the very nature of the 
bill, according to reports, that 
prompted Romney to use his 
veto powers. 

According to information pro- 
vided to Miceli, Romney issued 
the veto in order to be able to 
remain consistent, ‘should 
Senator John Kerry win the 
presidential election in 
November. 

If Kerry wins the presidency, 
his seat in the United States 
Senate will be filled by an 
appointment from the Governor 
of Massachusetts, just as 
Benjamin Smith was appointed 
by  then-governor Foster 
Furcolo to fill John F.

Kennedy’s senatorial seat in 
1960. 

Romney would have complete 
autonomy as to who he chooses 
to appoint and would likely 
appoint a Republican to the 
seat, if provided with the oppor- 
tunity. 

Such a scenario may tempt 
Democrats to draft a bill simi- 
lar to Wilmington’s, calling for 
a special election to fill Kerry’s 
seat. ‘ 

A two-thirds vote of both the 
House and the Senate is 
required to override a gover- 
nor’s veto. 

A question has already been 
included on this year’s town 
election ballot, asking 
Wilmington voters to accept the 
act passed by the General 
Court. Miceli hopes and is 
optimistic for a successful over- 
ride before the town election on 
Saturday, April 17. 

Article 38 was drafted by Dan 
Woodbury, who is currently 
running for a seat on the Board 
of Selectmen. 

In other developments, Article 
5 from the 2003 Special Town 
Meeting has just come out of 
legislative committee with a 
favorable finding and only one 
amendment. 

Article 5 prohibits the impor- 
tation of any contaminated soil 
for the purpose of capping a 
landfill, or former landfill, 
within a Zone II aquifer protec- 
tion area. The article passed 
with a vote of 146 to 72. 

Miceli ushered the article to 
Beacon Hill and filed it so that 
it would be compulsory 
throughout the state. The com- 
mittee’s only significant change 
involved providing communi- 
ties with a local option which 
allows, “Any municipality, by 
majority vote at town meeting 
in a town or by majority vote by 
the council in a city, may 
adopt...” 

Miceli is not disappointed by 
the amendment and, in fact; 
supports the change, which will 
enable communities to prodc- 
tively adopt the law if they so 
choose, 

Article 5 was originally draft- 
ed by Suzanne Sullivan before 
she was elected to the Board of 
Selectmen. Once Sullivan was 
elected, the article fell into the 
hands of local activist Betty 
Bigwood, who presented it to 
voters during last year’s town 
meeting. 

Bigwood was delighted to hear 
that the bill had successfully 
made its way out of committee, 
but was reticent in praising the 
amendment. She would have 
preferred to have seen the bill 
become a compulsory law for 
the entire state. 

“It is not exactly as we 
wished, but it is definitely a 
step in the right direction,” 
Bigwood said. 


Bigwood, whose property 
abuts the Maple Meadow 
Landfill site in South 


Wilmington, says that she and 
others were naive to believe 
that the Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) would protect the town 
from, what she considers to be, 
unnecessary contaminated 
soils being imported into such 
close proximity to the commu- 
nity’s drinking water supply. 
“The DEP has failed the Town 
of Wilmington. They have 
allowed 1.3 million tons of cont- 
aminated soils into our Zone II 
area,” Bigwood said. “I think 
the DEP realizes now that they 
have done the wrong thing and 
we look forward to a more posi- 
tive resolution to the matter.” 
Bigwood gives credit to 
Geolnsights, the environmental 
consultants hired, at the insis- 
tence of local activists, by the 
town. She credits John 
McNabb, of the Clean Water 
Action Group, with originally 
suggesting the idea for the arti- 
cle.

Phillips Academy ice-hockey 
player’ and Wilmington resident 
Michael McMahon doesn't really 
have any role models when it 
comes to sports. 

“I try to steer clear of admiring 
one person in particular; that 
doesn’t attract me. I strive to live 
up to my own standards, rather 
than those of a person I'll never 
meet or interact with,” said the 
15-year old sophomore. “But my 
parents are my role models. I owe 
them everything. 1 would not be 
the player or person I am today 
without them.” 

That's a mature approach and 
one that certainly seems to have 
reaped dividends for Michael 
McMahon, After growing up 
playing hockey for the town of 
Wilmington, McMahon, these 
days, brings his exuberance for 
hockey to Phillips Academy, 
where the sophomore has played 
defense for the past two seasons. 

Last year, in his first year as a 
member of Phillips ice-hockey 
team, McMahon helped mold a 
team that had suffered five losses 
the previous year into a seven- 
teen game winner. And still, the 
defenseman considered his fresh- 
man year somewhat of a disap- 
pointment, 

“Last year we really turned it 
around, but we lost some pivotal 
games down the _ stretch,” 
explained McMahon when assess- 
ing last year’s team. We let up a 
little towards the end of the sea- 
son.” 

This year, determined to learn 
from history and not ignore it, 
McMahon's Phillips team took to 
the ice with renewed invigora- 
tion, and reeled off an impressive 
19-5-2 record, enroute to a second 
place finish in the Eastern 
Division of the New England 
Preparatory School Conference. 
That’s an especially impressive 
feat, when one considers the 
numerous number of players 
recruited for the NHL from the 
school’s league. 

“Last year was a lesson 
learned,” said McMahon compar- 
ing this year’s season to the dis- 
appointments of a year before. 

If that was the case, then the 
reward came in the form of a 
Phillips Academy berth to the

“I played in the Wilmington 
Youth hockey program up to 4 or 
5 years ago, and I made a ton of 
friends there and had a ton of 
successful seasons there. I have 
friends that play for the high 
school now, that I keep in touch 
with, and I am constantly check- 
ing to see how they are doing,” 
said McMahon. 

McMahon especially cherishes 
his days at Wilmington when his 
dad and Uncle Joe were his 
coaches for a period of several 
years.

Indeed, McMahon's earliest

With a new head coach at the 
helm and a new system imple- 
mented by the arriving mentor, 
Robbie Peterson could've easily 
hung his head and gone through 
the motions.

Now he's ready to keep on 
playing defense wherever he 
continues his career.

North Reading resident 
Arthur Gonsalves, Jr. sees 
sesurgence in America's inter- 
ast in model railroading as a 
hobby that can be shared by 
families. As one of only 20 

| authorized Lionel 
Manufacturing Company dis- 
tributors in the country, 
Gonsalves is in a position to 
watch the rebirth of the market 

“The popularity is not wan- 
ing,” Gonsalves said, The aver- 
age model railroader is getting 
older. That is why Lionel wants 
layouts in the (hobby) shops. 

“The secret is getting the 
youth into it.” 

Gonsalves tells the story of 
attending a recent gathering of 
medical doctors with his son, a 
physician. He was worried 
about what he would talk about 
to the others at the event. 

“When asked, I told one of 
them I was a Lionel distributor 
and a whole crowd gathered 
around,” Gonsalves said. 

Lionel has been manufactur- 
ing train sets for 104 years, this 
year, and Arthur Gonsalves, Inc. 
has been a distributor for them 
since the 1950's. In a Toys and 
Novelties, a trade publication, 
article they were described as 

one of New England’s most 
successful hobby operations.” 

That article was published in 
1967, shortly after the late 
Arthur Gonsalves, Sr, the 
founder, went into semi-retire- 
ment from the firm. At that 
time he had gone to Puerto Rico 
for a vacation and ended up

starting a branch of the distrib- 
utorship down there. 

Since then, the Puerto Rico 
operation has been moved to 
Florida where one of Gonsalves, 
Ir's sons operates it 

Gonsalves explained that 
Lionel keeps a tight control over 
the distribution and sales of its 
products. He noted that there 
are only 2,000 retail sales stores 
across the country and retailers 
have to be approved by Lionel to 
carry the company’s product 

“They must maintain an 
inventory amount and have a 
working modei train layout in 
the store,” Gonsalves said. “It 
draws the kids in when they see 
the layout.” 

Gonsalves Sr. started the 
business out of his house in 
Woburn in 1929. This evolved 
from his love of building model 
airplanes to fly off the cliffs of

According to Gonsalves, Jr., 
people were so impressed with 
the model planes they kept ask 
ing his father to build them one. 

“He thought he could start a 
business,” Gonsalves said of his 
father. 

The idea was a correct one. 
The first shop was in the 
Gonsalves home and garage. 
However, as the business grew, 
the Gonsalves family was forced 
to move to a larger home with a 
more spacious garage. 

In all the business and fami- 
ly moved locations four times, 
until the two separated and the 
business was located in its pre- 
sent location on Route 28 in 
North Reading. Gonsalves also 
lives in North Reading but in a 
house separated from the busi- 
ness. 

According to the Gonsalves 
history, hobby shops started to

become popular after the end of 
World War II. However, because 
the shops were small with little 
space for inventory, the need 
arose for distributorships. 


Therefore, in 1950, 
Gonsalves, Sr. became a Lionel 
distributorship adding that 


product to his full line of hobby 
items. 

“We eventually went from 
manufacturing and selling to 
being a straight distributor,” 
Gonsalves said. “At one time we 
carried every hobby - cars, 
trains, radio controlled planes. 
However, we’ stuck with rail- 
roads.” 

That decision was somewhat 
precipitated by the popularity of 
mail order and later Internet 
shopping.

Until now, eye drops have 
been the most common form of 
therapy used to regulate 
intraocular pressure (IOP) for 
the treatment of glaucoma. The 
most significant problem with 
eye drops is compliance. The 
patient must take eye drops 
daily and in may cases more 
than once a day to be effective. 
Also, side effects from the 
medications are common 
Ocular irritation or red eyes 
can occur following instillation 
and some medications can 
cause systemic side effects

Many patients must either 
change medications or use mul- 
tiple medications to control 
their eye pressure and they 
may develop an intolerance to 
medications over time. Since 
most open angle glaucoma 
patients have no noticeable 
symptoms (except to their 
physician) they are not remind- 
ed by pain or loss of function to 
take their medicine. These 
medications can also be quite 
expensive, especially since they 
must be taken daily. 

Laser Surgery for the eye is 
another alternative for treat- 
ment of glaucoma. Argon 
lasers or “hot lasers” have been 
used to lower the fluid eye pres- 
sure and have been used by 
ophthalmologists since the 
1980's. These “hot” lasers were 
the only lasers commercially 
available and were usually not 
used until after medications 
have failed to control the eye 
pressure. 

Argon laser or “hot” lasers 
cause scarring and damage to 
the outflow drainage channels 
within the eye. For this reason 
the number of treatments that 
can be performed with this 
type of laser is limited to no 
more than two times otherwise 
there is a risk of actually 
increasing the fluid eye pres- 
sure and worsening the glauco- 
ma. 

“Selective Laser Trabecu- 
loplasty” or “SLT” is the new 
“cold” laser procedure devel 
oped by Dr. Latina. The “SIT” 
laser is safer for the eye. The 
“SLT” laser does not burn tis- 
sue like “hot” lasers and elimi- 
nates scarring and tissue dam- 
age associated with the “hot” 
laser. Because the “cold” laser 
is safer for the eye, this will 
allow patients to get many 
extra treatments as needed. It 
can even be used if a patient 
has already been treated with a 
“hot” laser. 

Rather than the patient hav- 
ing to take medications every 
day and pay for the cost of the 
medications, Selective Laser 
Trabeculoplasty or “SLT” can 
also be used as initial therapy 
to treat open angle glaucoma. 
The SLT laser can be per- 
formed in the doctor's office. 


The procedure does not require 
any special preparation and 
there are no restrictions for the 
patient when they leave the 
office. Because the laser is so 
gentle, many patients are not 
even aware that the procedure 
is being performed.

guide for testing 


blood sugar levels 


The American Academy of 
Family Physicians (AAFP), 
one of the largest physicians 
organizations in the country, 
has developed a new guide for 
patient self-testing of blood 
sugar levels for those who suf- 
fer from diabetes. 

While the guide applies to all 
12 million people diagnosed 
with diabetes, it is particularly 
important for the nearly 7 mil- 
lion Americans with type 2 dia- 
betes who treat their disease 
with oral medications, instead 
of insulin. 

Until now, there has been no 
clear self-testing guidance for 
these patients as to when and 
how often to test their blood 
sugar to help manage the dis- 
ease. 

“Today, most people with 
type 2 diabetes test about once 
a day. However, a recent study 
of data from the Center of 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) shows that almost two- 
thirds of these people have 
blood sugar levels that are out 
of control,” said Steven 
Eledman, MD, Endocrinologist 
at the University of California 
at San Diego School of 
Medicine. 

Uncontrolled, diabetes can 
lead to serious complications 
such as blindness, kidney dis- 
ease and amputation. 

To reduce the risk of devel- 
oping complications, the 
American Diabetes Association 
(ADA) recommends that people 
with diabetes maintain an Alc 
value of less than 7 percent 

The Alc value is a lab test 


The laser treatment aets 
like a medication by improving 
the drainage of fluid through 
the outflow pathways within the 
eye, resulting in a lowering of 
the eye pressure. Most impor 
tantly, if the eye pressure is 
controlled with the laser, the 
patient will not need to take 
any eye drops or medications 
to treat the glaucoma. 


Because eye medications 


can be difficult to administer, 
are so expensive and must be 


taken every day, studies have ff 


shown that overall patients who 
have had laser trabeculoplasty 
performed as initial therapy to 
treat glaucoma tend to pre- 
serve their vision even better 
than if they take eye drops. 

Dr. Latina and his staff at 
his office in Reading and 
Melrose are conducting a 
multi-center clinical trial to 
evaluate the SLT as initial ther- 
apy for glaucoma compared 
with using medications first 

Selective Laser Trabecu- 
loplasty, or “SLT” has been a 
major advance in the treat- 
ment of glaucoma by allowing 
the ophthalmologist to treat 
glaucoma earlier with greater 
safety and fewer side effects 
for the patient.

According to the new AAFP 
guide: 

* Patients taking oral med- 
ications, whose blood sugar lev- 
els are not under control (as 
measured by their Alc result), 


should test their blood sugar 
levels two to four times a day. 

* These patients are also 
encouraged to test their blood 
sugar levels multiple times per 
day for several days prior to 
each doctor visit, to ensure the 
physician has adequate infor- 
mation to recommend adjust- 
ments in their treatment pro-
